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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is in response to amendment filed 2/6/06. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Claims 1,13 and 23 have been amended per request. 

3. Claims 1-5, 11, 13-17, 19-21 and 23-24 are pending and have been allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 



4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The following statements regarding the reasons for allowance applies to all 
pending claims indicated above. 

The claimed inventions pertain to method and system for managing noncredit 
transactions for a sale of goods between a customer located in a first coimtry and an 
Internet merchant having the goods in a second country. 

The following prior art references have been deemed most relevant to the 
allowed claim(s): 

Moreau (US PGPUB 2002/0069166 Al) teaches a system and method for 
facilitating buying and selling of products and services. A merchant who offers 
products or services to customers provides its customers an option to pay for the 
products and services to a collection agent selected by the customer. The collection 
agent receives the payments from the customers, and forwards them to the facilitator. 
The facilitator serving the merchant enlists a number of collection agents wherein any 
one collection agent may receive payment from the customer for the product or service 
on behalf of the merchant. Moreau fails to disclose determining a shipment of the goods 
from a country of the merchant (or goods) to the country of the customer as a part of an 
aggregate shipment. 
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Lai (US PGPUB 2001/0037290) teaches a method and system for enabling a 
secure transaction using the Internet using a Personal Identification Nxmiber (PIN) for 
business transactions wherein the customer does not directly reveal financial or home 
address information during the transaction. Instead, an escrow agent supplies delivery 
instructions to the merchant. The escrow agent then collects payment firom the customer 
and places the payment in an escrow account. Shipping information is not provided to 
the merchant until the payment is in escrow. Payment is only made to the merchant 
after the merchant confirms the goods have been shipped. Lai fails to disclose 
determining a shipment of the goods from a country of the merchant (or goods) to the 
country of the customer as a part of an aggregate shipment. 



Claims 1-5, 1 1, 13-17, 19-21 and 23-24 : Moreau and Lai references discussed 
above have been deemed closet prior art of record. These references fail to teach or fairly 
suggest a method or a system for managing noncredit transactions which contain the 
novel feature of a provider computer which is linked to over a communication network an 
input device at one of a plurality of provider offices and Unked to the Internet merchant 
over the Internet and performs the following functions: 

receives a commimication from the Internet merchant relating to the noncredit 
transaction that includes a cost of goods, 

determines a shipment of the goods from the second country (i.e. the country of 
origin of goods) to the first country (i.e. the country of customer's location) as a part of 
an aggregate shipment, 

records confirmation of noncredit collection of the cost from the merchant at the 
one of the plurality of provider offices in accordance with the communication from the 
Internet merchant and 

authorizes payment of the cost of goods to the Internet merchant from the 
provider after receipt of confirmation that the Internet merchant has initiated shipment of 
the goods directly to the merchant. 

Note that noncredit transaction is interpreted as comprising a transaction without 
an exchange of credit-account information from the customer. 



The claimed inventions pertain to method and system for managing a noncredit 
transactions for a sale of goods between a customer located in a first country and an 
Internet merchant having the goods in a second country.
